A n u m b e r of scientific Professors have i 
given testimony before th 
tee that oleomargarine is not only not un­ 
healthful, but of necessity it must be 
wholesome, since it Í3 prepared from nutri­ 
tious factors, and is made within the limits 
of p.' per cooking methods, and that it is, 
on the whole, more likely to be pure and 
free from the germs of disease than butter. 
This testimony may give a new direction 
to the debate and consideration of the hill 
in the Senate, but we apprehend that the 
people at large, despite all these scientists 
may -tv, will decline to believe that the 
manufactured butter is the equal or is pre­ 
ferable to the natural product of the dairy. 
This is one of the subjects upon which 
men may speculate to the end of time, 
without hope of converting the taste for 
the butter that Ls made from the milk 
given by the cow. The oleomargarine hill 
may he defeated in the Senate, hut if so it 
will he at the sacrifice of material dairy 
intercsts. 
It is just possible that oleomar­ 
garine is really more nutritious than but­ 
ter, and that jieople who continue to set 
cream and to churn, arc wasting their labor 
and their means. But the fact will greatly 
impress sensible folks in favor of such old- 
fashioned things, that the manufacturers of 
oleomargarine themselves make pure but­ 
ter the standard for their product, and seek 
uo higher end than to produce oleomar­ 
garine so closely resembling butter, that 
only an expert can detect the fraud.

If it is true that John A. Bingham is to 
re-enter political life as a candidate for 
Congress in < >hio, it will he something like 
the past age of political activity stepping 
down out of its ancient frame into the sun­ 
light of the present.

Bayard, Douglas, Stevens, Seward, Colfax, 
<ih id in g s , Letcher, and a whole galaxy of 
great men noted for their strength and 
political and personal influence upon the 
country, and for the active part they had 
iu shaping its destinies. For twelve event­ 
ful years he served his State in the Fed­ 
eral legislature, and in all that time never 
shrank in the face of a political foe or 
turned his back upon the Union, (¡rant 
sent him out to Japan as our Minister, and 
when we met him in Sacramento as he 
passed to his post we found the fires of a 
Vigorous 
political 
youth 
burning as 
brightly as over in his eyes. That was in 
1873. 
lie served us in Japan with honor 
to the 
nation, and 
longer 
than 
his 
personal 
convenience 
warranted. 
On 
his 
return 
to 
his 
home 
he 
an­ 
nounced 
his 
intention 
of 
retiring 
to the well-deserved rest of private life. 
But the man who does so much for his 
country as has this pioneer in the cause of 
human freedom, who devotes so much of 
his life to tiie service of the nation as he, 
cannot deny the demand of the people for 
his continuance in activity so long as per­ 
sonal vigor will serve him. The people of 
< >hio are to he congratulated on his 
return, in rcs|>onse to a call he can­ 
not 
resist, to 
the 
activities 
of the 
political 
field. 
Ilis venerable 
pres­ 
ence in the political arena will aid in 
driving from it tlie braggarts and rascals 
who have prostituted party to personal 
ambition, ami made country second to 
their selfish schemes. 
Bingham will rise 
in their midst, like an accusing angel, and 
read them lessons of patriotism 
that 
should make their checks tingle with 
shame. 
John A. Bingham was born in 
Pennsylvania in 1/15, admitted to the bar 
in 1840, sent to Congress in 1854 from 
Ohio and elected for five successive terms. 
He was one of the most polished and 
trenchant of debaters in the House, and a 
foeman that worthy enemies delighted to 
meet, for he was the embodiment of honor, 
wit and higli-mindedness. 
1 le and Thad 
Stevens were the committee appointed to 
present articles of impeachment against 
Andrew Johnson, and he was chosen chair­ 
man of the managers to conduct that trial 
for the prosecution. 
Oglesby, Sherman, 
Morrill and one or two others are all who 
remain in political life of Bingham's col 
leagues in the time that tried men’s souls. 
V\ ashlurue and other patriots are .-helved, 
but the taking of Biughnm from the 
privacy to which he had retired may re­ 
sult in some of the few old war-liorses left 
being also brought to the frout again. 
His re-entry, should he finally resolve to 
stand for Congress, will recall to memory 
the days in which he did gallant duty for 
the cause of human freedom and an indis- 
soluole L mon. The Thirty-sixth Congress, 
which in many respects was the most 
eventful ever assembled, siuce it just pre­ 
ceded the war and was the scene of so 
much tragic activity leading up to it, was 
the one iu which Bingham won his high­ 
est honors. Salmon P. Chase was then 
Governor of Ohio, and timid altout the 
stability of the Union : Seward. Breckcn- 
ridgc and Crittenden, Jeff’ Davis, John P.

In that Congress 
Bingham was among such a host as has 
seldom been grouped—such men as Fes­ 
senden, Sumner, Chandler, Wade, Trum­ 
bull, Sherman, Douglas, Corwin, Conk ling, 
Colfax, < ¡idding-, Lovejoy. Grow, Logan, 
Vallaudigham, Pendleton, the Washburns, 
Sickles, Pryor, Charles Francis Adams, 
Banks, Thad Stevens, “ the Metternicli of 
Republicanism,” Morrill and others whose 
names form part and | arcel of the most 
important history of the country. The 


F or the next fiscal year the Federal 
expenditures are certain to exceed the 
Federal 
income hv some §14,000,000. 
When Mr. Randall was on his feet the 
other day to explain why this is so, he did 
not attempt to deny the truth of the charge 
of Mr. Hiseock that there will be a heavy 
deficit. The appropriation hills are really 
smaller than in the preceding year, as Mr. 
Morrison urged, but still the fact remains 
that the promised economy of the Demo­ 
cratic Administration has not been brought 
about. 
We are not saying now that there

But there is 
ground, after all this is said, for alleging 
that there has not been practiced on the 
part of the new Administration wise econ­ 
omy ; that where there was the promise of 
retrenchment, and the field for it, the De­ 
mocracy has not stood true to its volun­ 
tary pledge, and on the strength of which 
it went into power. It will he called on 
presently to explain these things, and it 
must do a good deal better than either Mr. 
Randall or Mr. Morrison have done in 
that line. 


T h ere were not wanting those who be­ 
lieved that Senator Edmunds had lost 
ground in Vermont, and would be shelved 
by bis party, but the action of the Repub­ 
licans of that State, in convention at 
Montpelier on the 16th inst., gives all 
such doubters a just rebuke. The Senator 
was warmly indorsed, and the opposition 
that had arisen against him proved to bo 
only as smoke before the gale.

The Vermont Republicans have 
done the right thing to commend with all 
the strength of language the statesman 
who represents the Green Mountain State 
in the I nited States Senate. Such in­ 
dorsement and praise may not he at all 
necessary, but even to a man of such lofly 
independence as Edmunds, it cannot be 
otherwise than gratifying. 
IVe believe 
there lives no man who is not susceptible 
to the influence of words of commenda­ 
tion. 


\\ e arc not disj*>sed to believe the tele­ 
graphed statement that the President has 
signified his intention to veto the Senate 
Chinese restriction hill should it pass the 
House. 
It is so unusual for those exer­ 
cising the veto power to attempt to influ­ 
ence legislation by prcannouncement of the 
intent to kill a particular meaaure with 
the veto club, that it may be said to be 
practically unknown. 
Mr. Cleveland is 
the last man we should judge to make an 
expression of this character in advance. 
Moreover, we fail to see wherein the treaty 
objection is avoided by the House bill, or 
how it would, because of treaty clauses 
be less objectionable than the Senate bill. 
The same general principles underlie both 
measures, and the same general provisions 
characterize both hills. 
We are more in­ 
clined to look upon the story as a scare­ 
crow set up by pro-Chinese advocates, to 
complicate matters and create hesitation 
in the House, and thus force the hill over 
for the session.

A com m ittee of citizens from East St. 
Louis called upon Governor Oglesbv for 
assistance in protecting themselves from 
thieves and thugs. The old war Governor 
replied that a group of ten thousand peo­ 
ple that could not protect themselves and 
preserve order, when there was no rioting, 
could not, with good grace, call on the 
militia of the State to aid them. He 
would render the place no assistance, be­ 
cause it was an incorporated city, and if 
the people have the spunk of mice thev 
can protect themselves. They have all 
the machinery of the law, the power to 
tax, to arm police, to elect honest officials 
and to convict criminals. In short, lie 
told them to set al>out helping themselves, 
and not to come whining to the State for 
aid. This is the right kind of “ talk” to 
a people that permits municipal adminis- 
tion to decline to such a plane that the 
criminal element rules it. Such cities de­ 
serve all the punishment flowing from their 
laches. 


T h e Bavarians are not fortunate with 
their monarchs. 
Having deposed one 
King for lunacy they now discover that 
the heir to the throne is incompetent by 
reason of imbecility. 
It was known that 
he was grievously ill, but the belief was 
entertained that he would recover. This 
hope is dashed by expert report, that even 
should he regain bodily health he will re­ 
main iucompetent to discharge the func­ 
tions of a King. The regency must con­ 
tinue, therefore, during his life. 


E n g l a n d has rebuked Canada for her 
assumption of authority in the fisheries 
business, and plainly told her flatly that 
she is wrong, and that no more of this 
foolishness will be tolerated. For once we 
have no reason to complain of want of 
promptness on the part of the English 
Government. 


At 10 o’clock yesterday, the prosecution 
having rested, H. E. Highton, of counsel 
for delenJant, made his opening statement 
in the Harlan murder case. 
During the 
protracted trial no intimation had been 
given as to what line of defense would be 
pursued, and the one outlined, that of self­ 
defense, was the least expected. 
Mr. Highton spoke for nearly two hours, 
extemporaneously, using notes only when 
citing authorities or quoting legal opinions. 
At the outset he said if the defendant had 
committed murder he should be adequately 
punished, even though the punishment 
should deprive him of his life. He should 
have a fair trial, and if he is deprived of a 
single right that he ought to have and be con­ 
victed, then the defendant liimself would 
be murdered. All connected with the case 
had a solemn duty to perform ; his Honor, 
who is the depository of the law ; the lead­ 
ing counsel for the State; those who de­ 
fend, whose paramount duty is toward their 
client; and, above all, the jury sitting in 
the box, the recipient of the law, who are 
the sole judges of the facts, who are to ap­ 
ply the law and render a verdict, their 
combined and ultimate result. Represent­ 
atives on both sides of this unhappy con­ 
troversy, the Court, jury and all who arc 
interested, should appreciate the privilege 
they possess of taking part in so moment­ 
ous a question. 
Even the relatives of the 
deceased are not without their obligations. 
“Vengeance is mine, I will repay, saith the 
Lord.” We should adopt here the highest 
standard of law and civilization, should 
make a passionless inquiry, use judicial 
moderation, and there should be 
A SUPPRESSION OF AEPOP. 
And enthusiasm. If be is guilty, let him 
sutler the penalty of the law. 
If innocent, 
let hint go free, and all law-abiding citi­ 
zens will acquiesce. 
The defentlant is 
charged with murder, which embraces 
murder in the first degree, with the penalty 
of death, or, if the jury so designates, life 
imprisonment; and murder in the second 
anti third degrees, in which the punish­ 
ment is inflicted by the Court. Murder in 
all these degrees is the unlawful killing of 
a hum an being with malice aforethought. 
Counsel then entered into a detailed state­ 
ment explanatory of the meaning of the 
law as expressed in the statute. The.re must 
be malice expressed or implied. The dif­ 
ference between murder in the first and 
second degree is that in the first the killing 
must be deliberate, premeditated and m a­ 
licious ; in the second degree, there must 
be an absence of willfulness, premeditation 
and malice. 
Now if the act of homicide complained 
of is neither murder in.the first nor second 
degree, it may be manslaughter, or may be 
excusable or justified. The distinction be­ 
tween manslaughter and murder is the pre­ 
sence or absence of malice or premedita­ 
tion as defined by law. The act and the 
intent must conform. It may be asked at 
this point, what is the defense? It embraces 
many elements. It paused to congratulate 
itself, as to the circumstances of the homi­ 
cide, the State lias absolutely and finally 
closed its proofs, 
NEVER AGAIN TO 11E REOPENED. 
There is no rule of evidence upon which 
the authorities more fully agree than that, 
that the defendant cannot hold back any 
pait of his case, and then bring it in in re­ 
buttal. 
District Attorney Sprague inlerrupted. 
Addressing the Court, ho said lie objected 
to any assumed statements of facts. He 
excepted to the statement so far as it re­ 
lated to the prosecution, and read Section 
10ÍI3 of the Penal Code in support of his 
objection. He claimed that the opening 
statement of Mr. Highton had assumed the 
guise of an argument. He charged that an 
effort was being made to inflame the minds 
of the jury. When counsel says the State 
is precluded from putting in additional 
testimony he is presuming on facts. That 
is a matter for the Court to decide, and not 
within the scope and meaning of an open­ 
ing statement. 
Mr. Highton claimed the legal right in 
Ids opening statement to slate to the Court 
his views of the law in the case, and to the 
jury what his views of the facts are. 
General H art claimed that the remarks 
were too much in the line of an argument. 
He never knew of a case where a Court al­ 
lowed more than a statement of the facts 
upon which the defense relies. 
, 
The Court stated that in many States the 
opening statement was allowed to partake 
of the nature of an argument. 
A state­ 
ment is simply a statement of facts. It is 
not an argument unless Ihere is a deduc­ 
tion of facts, and that is not permissible. 
The defense can adopt at this time any 
theory they may think proner. They are 
bound by whatever theory they now adopt. 
He saw no reason why elementary princi­ 
ples of law may not be stated. He saw no 
reason whv the jury should not under­ 
stand wlint constitutes murder or the 
different classes of murder. He said he 
would allow no argument tobe made, over­ 
ruled the objection and told counsel to pro­ 
ceed. 
PRESUMPTION OF INNOCENCE. 
Mr. Highton, continuing, said; One of 
the theories upon which we rciy_ is pre­ 
sumption of innocence. This presumption 
of innocence means that the individual 
accused of crime is as innocent as this 
jury, or his Honor, utitil ho is legally 
proven guilty, beyond a question of reason­ 
able doubt. The presumption of inno­ 
cence places him before the jury an inno­ 
cent man 
until that 
presumption is 
removed. 
The 
rules 
of 
evidence 
applicable 
here 
are 
the 
same 
as 
in 
other 
cases. 
The 
ancient 
rule 
of inferring the intent from the act itself is 
modified so that the defendant can testifv 
as to his intentions in committing the act. 
Now this reasonable doubt, which is an im­ 
portant element in this defense, can be 
ven,- intelligently understood. 
The jury 
must be entirely satisfied. The evidence 
must satisfy the jury to a moral certainty, 
and 
BEYOND ANY REASOKABLF. DOUBT. 
They must be fully convinced of the con­ 
clusion that the defendant is guilty. 
Counsel read many decisions and au­ 
thorities to show that strong presumptions 
of 
innocence 
had 
a 
definite value. 
When a citizen is tried for a capital 
offense, which involves his life, where 
peculiar circumstances exist, where in­ 
tense feelings are excited, will he be tried 
fairly, have the benefit gt the fundamental 
principles of our common law. consecrated 
by age and experience, the deeds of our 
heroic d e a d In this case the defendant 
has a positi re defense. He has pleaded 
not guilty. 
This puts in issue every 
material 
allegation 
of 
the 
affirma­ 
tion. 
In 
order to 
show how rigid­ 
ly and closely the defense feels itself 
bound, merely to state its defense, we de­ 
sire now to say that we have no theory to 
present. We do not desire to place theories 
in advance of evidence. All theories should 
□rise out of the evidence. Facts cannot be 
fitted; they must speak for themselves 
and lead to their own conclusions. Our 
theories is what the law puts in our 
mouths, and that is, “ Not gniltv.” We 
have no rigid theory, nor ironclad hy­ 
pothesis to present before we do our proof. 
We have lines of proof leading in well-de­ 
fined directions. 
The defendant has lived in Yolo county 
for twenty-six years. 


HERE HE HAS ESTABLISHED A HOME, 
Reared a family, and accumulated a prop­ 
erty in your midst. These facts, together 
with the reputation he has acquired, we 
shall present, and prove that he possesses 
all the elements of a gentleman and those 
that establish character in a citizen. 
It is 
true the defendant is wealthy, bnt certainly 
there is no crime in wealth if it is honestly 
acquired. He has held positions of pub­ 
lic honor and trust, 
represented your 
county in the higher balls of the Legisla­ 
ture. ' He may have provoked political 
antagonism, but we snail pay no attention 
to such tilings ; but will prove his charac­ 
ter by the best citizens from commercial 
branches and lofty moral bearing. We will 
rely largely on the jiossession, upon the 
part of this old citizen. G5 years of age, of 
a reputation in the particular traits of char­ 
acter involved in this trial unexcelled by 
any citizen, in this or any other State. 
Reputation is a legitimate defense in such 
cases. Where the proof adduced by the 
prosecution tends to overthrow the pre­ 
sumption, he is permitted, in order to sup­ 
port his innocence, to show that his reputa­ 
tion is good. As a matter of law, good 
character is always considered in such 
cases. We will show you that from 


d e f e n d a n t ’s PREVIOUS COOP CHARACTER 
li e was u n lik ely to com m it m u rd er in th e 
first degree, or eith er o f th e o th er degrees. 


The whole case, with all its antecedents, 
will converge upon the defendant's object 
in entering that hotel, and what occurred 
immediately afterwards. The doubt isas 
to who began that attack. We shall en­ 
deavor by all the lights we can employ to 
’ show you, what the prosecution lias not 
shown, 
and that 
is, what 
occurred 
when 
Harlan 
first entered Ihe hotel. 
We claim as part of this defense, to be 
stated here, but not argued, that we have a 
part of our defense in the evidence adduced 
by the prosecution. We shall, with addi­ 
tional evidence, resolve that doubt in your 
miuds as to which of the two was most 
likely to commence the attack; and second, 
which of them, in fact, did commence it. 
We cannot in advance tell you what the 
evidence will be in its entirety, but we 
will simply outline it. We state, then, 


WHAT WF. EXPECT TO PROVE 
As we are instructed, and then we shall 
endeavor to state what occurred at Byrns’ 
Hotel. 
First—Uncommunicated threats, tending 
to establish hostility by deceased toward de­ 
fendant, and shidding light upon temper 
and disposition with which he first saw de­ 
fendant at the hotel, when he was sitting 
on the bootblack stand. 
Second — Communicated threats, for the 
purpose of proving what defendant had a 
right to expect when lie encountered de­ 
ceased uuder the circumstances, which will 
be detailed to you by witnesses. 
Third—Preparations by deceased for a 
hostile encounter with defendant, both in 
the way of arming himself at Sacramento, 
where his business was, and in the way of 
seeking for defendant in Woodland. 
Fourth—Provocation, 
consisting 
of 
words, coupled with acts, and following in 
one steady course until the catastrophe 
occurred. 
Fifth — That the attack at the Byrns 
Hotel was actually commenced by deceased, 
and that defendant acted as the law author­ 
ized him to act upon that occasion, and un­ 
der the facts and circumstances as they will 
be proven. I will say in behalf of the de­ 
fense that we shall avoid all unnecessary 
attack upon the deceased; that we shall, to 
the fullest practical extent, respect his 
memory and the natural feelings of his 
surviving relatives. 


REPUTATION IS A SACRED THING, 
And to all right-minded men the memory 
of a deceased person is sacred. We shall 
remember this fact, and our references to 
this young man, who was cut off in the 
flower of his youth and beauty, will be 
delicate and restrained. I remember that 
the philosophical Wordsworth, in a pas­ 
sage which might have gained for him an 
immortal reputation, referring to coarse 
untruths and gross breaches upon the sanc­ 
tities of domestic life to which we have 
lately been more and more accustomed, 
added: 
Silence is a privilege of the grave—a right of 
the departed. Let him, therefore, who infringes 
that right,by speaking publicly of. for or against 
those who caunot speak for themselves, take 
heed that he opens not his mouth without a 
sufficient sanction. 
We shall obey this injunction, and if the 
proceedings of this trial should wander 
outside of the precise issue and involve 
questions which arc wholly outside the 
present investigation, blame shall not justly 
be attached to the defense, and I do not an­ 
ticipate that it can be justly attached to the 
prosecution. 
We shall endeavor openly, 
manfully and completely to defend the 
living, but we shall not wantonly invade 
the sanctuary of the dead, or add one pang 
to the sorrow which must be rooted in the 
breasts of his surviving relative. 
Self-defense is the most fundamental and 
inalienable right a human being can pos­ 
sess. It was promised us in the Declaration 
of Independence, secured to us in the Con­ 
stitution, shared by all men from the high­ 
est and greatest to the lowest and smallest, 
sitared by every animal that exists on the 
earth, and every bird that flutters in the 
air. The law of self-defense is the law of 
nature. 
Counsel spoke of deceased having long 
known defendant’s daughter, and some 
time prior to the alleged homicide had been 
attached to her; that he was most anxious 
to marry her, while as a result she married 
a rival, and in fact was married before the 
homicide. He then reviewed the threats, 
made by Craft, both in Sacramento and 
Woodland, as detailed at the Coroner's in­ 
vestigation and heretofore published in the 
Record-F nion. The threats extended to 
Harlan, his daughter, her husband and, in 
fact, the entire Harlan family. He also re­ 
ferred to base slanders that had been in­ 
dulged in, and reference to alleged letters 
which it was asserted were in the hand­ 
writing ot Harlan's daughter. On the day 
of the homicide Hat Pan came, counsel 
claimed, to Woodland with his family to 
attend church, it being on Sunday, and not 
for the purpose of hunting up and shoot­ 
ing Craft. 
And that, 1 think, gentlemen, in a cold 
statement, brings me to the end of my 
story. Except that we shall show you as 
a matter of fact that Harlan did,not coldly 
and deliberately, and malignantly, and 
diabolically, walk the distance ot twenty 
feet and mutilate the person of the deceased 
to gratify his revenge or his hatred, but 
that there was one consecutive affray there, 
commenced by the deceased liimself, iu 
which the defendant acted exactly accord­ 
ing to law and according to sense, and that 
deceased had delivered a shot immediately 
before the last shot was tired, and in the 
view and presence of Harlan was then and 
there struggling to deliver another; that he 
exercised exactly the degree of force, al­ 
though a man is not bound by arithmetical 
or geometrical rules on such occasions, but 
that, nevertheless, under the circumstances 
which surrounded him there, lie exer­ 
cised exactly that degree of force which 
was essential to accomplish the result, 
which he was legally entitled, under the 
circumstances which there prevailed, to ac­ 
complish. ~ 
At the afternoon session 0. S. Wheeler 
and ex-Senalor Glascock testified that Craft 
lived several minutes after he fell to the 
floor, and some twenty prominent citizens 
testified that Harlan's reputation for peace 
and quietness was good.

IMSIGHATiOX WORK. 


Im portant M eeting H eld Y esteiday—'Vig­ 
orou s W ork for t!ie Future. 
A n im portant step in th e im m igration 
w ork having headquarters in Sacramento 
took place yesterday at the m eeting held in 
the Board of Trade rooms. For some 
tim e the Board of Directors of the N orth­ 
ern California Im m igration Association, 
w ith its members so scattered over the 
several counties of this section of the 
State, and m anv of them not active, has 
fallen so far short of answering the rapidly- 
increasing demands for furnishing the 
necessary inform ation, by publication and 
otherwise, to applicants, and for general 
distribution at the Kust, that the work has 
very largely devolved upon 
the Sacra­ 
m ento County Im m igration Association, 
both for funds and active work. This the 
county organization has supported so far as 
necessary, until the success of the work has 
dem anded more expanded outlay of m eans 
and broader plans to keep pace w ith the 
incom ing tide of im m igrants and inform a­ 
tion anxiously sought for. 
To meet the exigencies of the situation, 
a m eeting of prom inent business men and 
citizens was held yesterday afternoon in 
the Board of Trade rooms in this citv, in 
accordance w ith published notice, and the 
m atter considered. 
As a result of the 
deliberations, it was decided to take ad­ 
vantage of the very prosperous condi­ 
tion of the im m igration work, and to 
extend the plans and increase the funds 
and facilities, sufficient to reap the benefits 
of the successful work inaugurated Ies3 
than two years ago. To this end a new 
organization was formed, to be known as 
the Central and N orthern California Im m i­ 
gration Association, having an active Di­ 
rectorate of fifteen m em bers from Sacra­ 
m ento and representation in the other 
counties covered by the section of the 
State named. 
T his will afford a very active and efficient 
Board oí Directors at the central point 
w here the headquarters of the organiza­ 
tion is located, and in every way secure in­ 
creased facilities and greater efficiency in 
the work. 
The Directors elected from 
Sacram ento city and county are T. B. 
H all, F. II. Drav, N. D. Rideout, K. K. 
Alsip, Joseph Steffens, It. I>. Stephens, 
F ran k Miller, A. S. H opkins, D. O. Harvev, 
C. R. Farsons. L. L. Lewis, J. A. Barker, C. 
H . H ubbard, E. J. H olt and \Vm. Ingram 
Jr. 
The Board subsequently organized by 
electing A. S. H opkins, P resident; T. B. 
H all, V ice-President; W m. Ingram, Jr., 
Secretary ; and Frank Miller, Treasurer. 
Subsequently the form er organization, 
know n as the Sacram ento County Im m i­ 
gration Association, held a meeting and 
disbanded, turning over its assets aiui work 
to the new im m igration association. After 
th is action had been taken a m eeting of the 
Board of Directors of the new Central and 
N orthern California Im m igration Associa­ 
tion was held, and most vigorous plans 
were considered and adopted for carrying 
forward the work so auspiciously in "pro­ 
gress. T he new Association is in a most 
healthful financial condition, and its Di­ 
rectors enthusiastic. 


G ra n d A rm y R e c e p tio n . 
The Invitation and Reception Committee 
on the G rand A rm y visitation to Sacra­ 
mento, A ugust 11th, held a second meeting 
last night at theG olden Eagle Hotel, Mayor 
Brown presiding. Ít was a long and deeply 
interesting session. The scope of authority 
of the committee was discussed at great 
length, and it was finally determ ined that 
it was needed, as prefatory to proper action, 
for the committee to aw ait further action 
by other committees. 
But it was resolved 
th at the Seeretaty should send out at once 
such invitations as heconld toheads ofGrand 
A rm y departm ents, to distinguished men 
of the organizations and to all others 
f :.rherein it is not necessary to set forth de­ 
tails. 
As to how the other invitations 
should be form ulated and delivered was 
then discussed, and laid over until Tues­ 
day night, and in the mean tim e a sub­ 
com m ittee is to hold a consultation with 
th e General Committee.

Entries free to all, except th at the W hite­ 
hall boat and sailing races are lim ited to 
craft owned this side of Courtiaud. Entries 
close w ith the Secretary, at No. 1111 Front 
street, on W ednesday, the 30th inst., at 6 p. 
M. Two barges m ust start, and in other 
classes five entries are required, three to 
start.

R ecobd-Union ; There is a scheme 
on foot to involve this city to the extent of 
from $500.000 to SI,000,000 w ithout any 
consideration 
therefor 
whatever. 
And 
w hat is the worst feature of the scheme, I 
find that some of our best citizens have 
been draw n into it in the firm belief that 
. they were doing som ething for the benefit 
of the citv. The proposal is to refund the 
city debt." So far as I have learned, these 
arc the five different schemes proposed : 
First—To refund the whole debt—bonds 
and first-due coupons—at 75 cents on the 
dollar, bearing 5 per cent, interest 
Second—To refund the whole at 80 cents 
on the dollar, bearing 5 per cent, interest. 
T hird—To Tefund the whole at 85 cents, 
bearing 5 per cent, interest. 
Fourth—To refund the whole at dollar 
for dollar, being 3 per cent, interest. 
F ifth—To refund the whole at its face, 
bearing 4 per cent, interest. 
Let us see 
w hat this will am ount to : There are out­ 
standing bonds (exclusive of w hat the 
Bond Commissioners 
hold), $1,061,900; 
past-due 
coupons, 
$430,100—$1,492,000; 
there is also interest since last January, 
say six 
m onths, to be added, $30,000; 
m aking $1,522,00») to be refunded. It is 
true there are $28.000, in round num bers, 
in the bands of the Fund Commissioners 
to buy coupons. 
But the next installm ent 
of coupons will be due next January, and 
we cannot, if this funding is carried out, 
expect with that to take up more than the 
accum ulating interest between now and 
the tim e the new bonds are issued. So the 
new bonds m ust provide for $1,522,000. 
Let us see how m any bonds will have to 
be issued under each of these proposed 
compromises. 
If 
funded a t 75 per cent., bonds to 
am ount of $87,600 for twenty years m ust 
be issued—in ail $1,752,200. 
If funded at 80 per cent., it will be 
$96,300 a year, or $1,926,000 in all. 
If fumied at 85 cents 
(5 per 
cent, 
bonds), it will be $99,500 per annum , or 
$1,990,000 in all. 
11 funded at its face in 3 per cent, 
bonds, it will require bonds to the am ount 
of $100,000 per annum tor twenty years, or 
$2.000.000 in all, 
If funded at its face in 1 per cent, 
bonds, it will require $108,000 per annum 
for twenty years, or $2,160,000. 
The present income of the sinking and 
interest fund is $85,000 in round num bers. 
Last year it was $84,988. This year it will 
probably be about the same. 
W ith an income of $85,000 from the 
sinking and interest fund the Fund Com­ 
missioners will have next year $55,000, 
leaving only $30,000 
for the 
outside 
creditors. 
Every year our fund will be 
increasing, whijst the am ount payable to 
outsiders will be diminishing. 
Now, w ith this accum ulating fund the 
Fund Commissioners will be able to pay 
the whole debt in thirteen years. Anil 
this w ithout the imposition of one single 
cent of taxes on the people, derive ourd for 
fund. Of course, we would have the use 
of what we could get out of the sinking 
and interest fund. But this would not cost 
any additional taxation. 
W hat is paid 
into the sinking and interest fund is paid 
under the order of the Supreme Court, and 
cannot be diverted until the whole debt is 
paid. 
If the F und Commissioners are allowed 
to go on, and they can pay the debt in th ir­ 
teen years with only w hat they can get 
from the sinking and interest fund, the 
people 
will 
have 
to 
pay 
only 
one 
m illion one hundred and five thousand 
dollars to extinguish the whole debt. This 
would be $617,000 less than if they refund­ 
ed at sevent3’-five cents in five per cent, 
bonds, ami that is the most favorable re­ 
funding proposition that has been sug­ 
gested. A nd it would be one m illion forty- 
seven thousand dollars ($1,047,000) better 
than to refund at four per cent, bonds for 
the whole am ount. Tills latter proposition 
is the only one, 1 believe, which would be 
entertained by any large portion of the 
creditors. 
These schemes were the ones least favor­ 
able to bondholders; 
to refund in 5 per 
cent, bonds at 75 per cent, of the face of 
the debt would give them several hundred 
thousand dollars more for their old bonds 
and coupons than they are w orth. At first 
sight one would suppose, under such cir­ 
cumstances, the bondholders would jum p 
at the offer to compromise. 
Doubtless 
some of them w ill: but most of them will 
not. 
Some of the bondholders sa y : ‘ We 
have had four years litigation to establish 
our right to collect interest on the old 
bonds. 
If we take new bonds a year or 
two hence the city may repudiate them 
and involve us in new litigation, w ith a 
possibility of a decision which would hold 
the 
new 
bonds 
illegally 
issued and 
void. 
Then 
we would 
lose all. 
W e 
prefer the certainty of w hat we have got.” 
Others agaiii say : " This is a tem nting offer 
on the part of the city. We hope half or twe- 
thirds of the bondholders may compro­ 
mise. 
B ut 1 will not. 
If a half or two- 
thirds of the bondholders compromise, and 
the F und Commission is wiped out (of 
course the destruction of our Commission 
is a part of the compromise scheme) then 
the bonds belonging to us who have re­ 
fused the compromise will get the whole 
of $8.3i(XK) payable to the interest and sink­ 
ing fund until the last dollar is paid. Our 
bonds will be not only a t par. but above 
par.” 
A thousand-dollar bond, payable in 
1903, would be worth about $1,150 or $1,200. 
For these reasons the whole scheme is im ­ 
practicable as a refunding of the entire debt. 
B ut the talk about refunding—proposing to 
give for the bonds and coupons more than 
they are worth, and far more than the 
Fund Commissioners are giving—is seri­ 
ously interfering with our operations. 
If 
the}’ should refund half the debt, it would 
bring absolute ruin on the city.

The m otion was put and carried 
by the votes of Mayor Brown and Judge 
Henry. 
W. A. Anuerson, attorney for officer Mc­ 
Cormack, asked that som ething definite be 
presented, in order that a proper defense 
m ight be interposed, and called attention 
to the fact th at charges could only be pre­ 
sented upon a sworn statem ent in writing. 
Maj or Brown said that be seconded the 
motion of Judge H enry as a m atter of 
courtesy, and it was no indication of what 
his final action m ight be; that he agreed, 
in the m ain, with the position taken by 
Mr. Anderson ; that such m atters as the 
petition of recommendalion are only direc­ 
tory. and that lie was not governed much 
in his actions by ¡lelitions. 
The Clerk was then directed to notify all 
the signers of officer McCormack's petition 
to be present at a m eeting of the Board to 
be held July 7th. at 7 r. m .

The California Gold Product. 
It is evident that the m inim um of tbe 
California gold product has been reached, 
and that for a year or more the increase 
has heen regular, and this notw ithstanding 
the great falling off of the product of the 
hydraulic mines, m any of which have 
ceased working on account of unfavorable 
decisions of the Courts. 
The increase is 
due alone to quartz m ining, which was 
never in so nourishing a condition. This 
is owing to the increased attention that has 
been given to gold quartz m ining since the 
decline in the price of silver bullion, and 
to the improved and cheaper modes of m in­ 
ing which are generally coming into use. 
Quartz m ining lias not been aided by stock 
gambling, but by the legitim ate work of 
development, and the natural result has 
followed of* an increased output. 
Gold 
quartz m ines are being more sought for 
than formerly, and the success attending 
their working has stim ulated the industry 
along (he whole line of the Sierras, even 
in localities where the earlier efforts were 
attended by many failures. This attention 
to that kind of m ining will give a steady 
increase of production, as the num ber of 
gold-bearing quartz veins are innum erable, 
and it can be said with confidence that the 
business is as yet only in its infancy. 
As 
an evidence that the gold product of the 
State has m ade a decided increase, a circu­ 
lar of the Selby Smelting Company, of San 
Francisco, under date of the 15th inst., 
makes a comparison of the gold coinage at 
ihe M int iu the last two years, which talc­ 
ing eleven m onths in 1884 5, gives the 
am ount at $18.017.500, and for a corre­ 
sponding period in 1885-6. $25,340,000. This 
is a large and gratifying increase, and iu 
the words of the circular, “tends to the 
irresistible conclusion, which is shown by 
all who carefully study the statistics and 
developments that are being made, that the 
business of systematically working our 
mines has only just commenced, and that 
the future is full of promise.”— Grass Valley 
Union.

girls employed in cotton^ factories.

beef tea is a mere stim ulant. The popular 
belief that beef tea contains “the very 
strength of the m eat’’ is a terrible e rro r; it 
has no food value.

The steam er will this year proceed 
as far as Jam es’ hay, also visiting the pro­ 
posed term inus of the W innipeg and H ud­ 
son Bay Railway. The steam er will return 
to Halifax early in October. 
Commissioner Sparks, in answer to the 
uquiry embodied in a resolution of tbe 
Senate if lie had issued a circular suspend­ 
ing the Pre-emption, Tim ber Culture and 
Desert Land Acts, and if so upon what 
authority, says : “A uthority to issue such a 
circular was founded upon 
precedents, 
deemed to be sufficient, of more than forty 
years’ standing, sanctioned by judicial de­ 
cisions and by Congressional recognition.”
